World’s super rich lose ground 
to super-duper rich, study finds

SINGAPORE Many millionaires got poorer in the last year, but 
billionaires did just fine, using their heavyweight money man- 
agement teams to ride out market and economic turmoil that 
hit the lesser rich, research company Wealth-X said Monday 

The ranks of people with at least $30 million edged up to 
187,380 but their total wealth fell 1.8 percent to $25.8 trillion- 
still a sum bigger than the combined size of the U.S. and Chi- 
nese economies, Wealth-X said in a report. 

Hardest hit globally were those in the $200 million to $499 
million range, whose numbers dropped 9.9 percent and whose 
fortunes shrank 11.4 percent, the World Ultra Wealth Report 
said, using data for the year through July 31. 

But the really, really rich got even richer as the number of 
billionaires rose 9.4 percent to 2,160 people and their wealth 
grew 14 percent to $6.2 trillion. 

“Even at a billion or two billion, they have a much larger en- 
tourage, they have much more in the way of investment advice. 
They certainly get the attention of every major bank,” Mykolas 
Rambus, Wealth-X’s chief executive officer, told Reuters. 

“This was the issue about that mid tier, the $100- to 
$500 -million risk land. I don’t think it appears these guys em- 
ploy enough talent to help their own portfolios plus their hold- 
ing companies to be successful.” 

As Europe struggles and the U.S. economy fitfully recov- 
ers, the affluent are shifting away from speculative invest- 
ments into private companies, commodities and property, said 
Wealth-X, a Singapore-based firm that provides intelligence 
on the ultra-rich to banks, fundraisers and luxury retailers. 

Asia suffered the worst regional loss of wealth, with a fall of 
6.8 percent to $6.25 trillion due to weaker equity markets and 
lower export demand from the West, it said. 

While wealth also shrank in Europe, Latin America and the 
Middle East, the rich saw their fortunes grow in North Amer- 
ica (up 2.8 percent to $8.88 trillion) and South Pacific (up 4.4 
percent to $475 billion)— much of that in Australia. 

But Asia’s rich cannot be discounted, Wealth-X said, as the 
fall in wealth in Japan, China and India— home to 75 percent 
of ultra high net worth Asians— will reverse, based on the 
strength of the region’s financial systems and economies.

Bomb suspect in court 


Teen accused of plotting 
to blow up downtown bar

Adel Daoud, facing charges that he had plot- 
ted to explode a bomb downtown, fidgeted 
and clasped at the pants leg of his orange pris- 
on jumpsuit Monday in a federal courtroom. 
His ankles were shackled, and he smiled at 
times as he conferred with his lawyer. 

As security led Daoud from the court- 
room, his father walked toward him so his 
son, whose glasses were confiscated during 
his arrest, would know he had come to sup- 
port him. “He can’t see me,” Daoud’s father, 
Ahmed, implored to courtroom personnel. 


Peace, a common Arabic greeting. 

Federal authorities charge that Daoud, i8, 
a U.S. citizen who resided in Hillside with his 
family spent months researching and posting 
about the violent world of jihad and how he 
was bent on killing Americans. The native Chi- 
cagoan ultimately plotted to car bomb a down- 
town bar, but the FBI was onto him months 
ago and secretly recorded his every step. 

Daoud is accused of standing in a Loop 
alley, punching the trigger of the fake bomb 
before agents swooped in to arrest him. He 
was charged with attempted use of a weapon 
of mass destruction, an offense that carries a 
possible life sentence on conviction. 

Cactus Bar & Grill at 404 S. Well St. was the 
bar targeted by Daoud, according to a source 


Daoud’s attorney lashed out Monday at the 
government’s case, saying the FBI targeted an 
immature, socially awkward teen, holding “his 
hand the whole way” through the scheme. 

“The way the government thinks is if they 
find somebody on the Internet that might 
be talking about radical Islamic beliefs, what 
they do then is they have to make sure he is 
not going to commit terrorism, so they invite 
him along,” said Thomas Anthony Durkin, 
Daoud’s attorney “I guess we have to wait and 
see whether or not he is going to blow up this 
fake bomb they have created for him. I find 
that somewhat suspicious.” 

Durkin indicated he will challenge Daoud’s 
continued detention, expressing concern that 
his client would be held in isolation at the

Its a cub! National Zoo’s 
giant panda gives birth 



WASHINGTON 

The capital re- 
gion’s newest celeb- 
rity is no bigger than a 
stick of butter. 

The National Zoo’s 
female giant panda 
gave birth Sunday 
Mei Xiang night, generating pan- 

da-monium in a city 
that has adored the rare creatures since the 
first pandas arrived in the wake of President 
Richard Nixon’s 1972 groundbreaking trip to 
Beijing. 


Zoo officials think they caught a glimpse, 
via panda cam, of the unnamed cub being 
clutched tightly by its mother, Mei Xiang 
(pronounced may-SHONG), but got confir- 
mation of its arrival via loud squealing. 

“The only way to see the cub will be via the 
Web cam for a while. Mei and the cub need 
quiet,” the zoo tweeted Monday 

The panda cam, available for public view- 
ing, was being overwhelmed, according to 
Devin Murphy, a zoo spokeswoman, “because 
there are so many people trying to look at 
them.” 

The exhibit featuring Mei Xiang and Tian 


Tian (t-YEN t-YEN), loaned by China in 2000 
until 2015, is among the city’s most popular 
tourist attractions. 

Mei Xiang had been artificially inseminat- 
ed in April with sperm collected and frozen 
from Tian Tian in 2005. Mei Xiang, now 14, 
gave birth to her first cub, Tai Shan, in 2005. 
Tai Shan was sent to China in 2010. 

Veterinarians will perform the first physi- 
cal exam in a few weeks, after mother and cub 
have had time to bond, zoo officials said. 

“It’s a very loud little cub, which our veteri- 
narian team reports is an excellent indication 
of good health,” Murphy said.
